Response to Arguments 

in the remarks, the Applicant argues (in reference to claim 1) that Rankin fails to teach M announcing said prayer timings after receiving 
appropriate electronic signal from a wireless communication network". However, the Examiner disagrees with such assertion, (see below 
for further clarification). 

Rankin specifically fails to mention "prayer timings'*. However, Rankin mentions 
that user information preference at the location resource server may include time preference (see col. 4, line 38- col. 5, line 26); and 
unique information such as bus timetable and updated gate information at the airport, are broadcasted to users (see col. 6, lines 28-51). 
Rankin also mentions that the mobile communication device 100 can be a PDA, a mobile phone or a page that include LCD graphical 
display, earpiece, audible device, visual device and any other way to communicate information to the use (see col. 3, line 61- col. 4, line 
11), (i.e., Rankin teaches the provision of timing information base on the location of the user of the mobile device. ) 

Therefore the rejections using Rankin are proper and maintained as set forth in the Final Office action. Any changes to further 
clarify the Applicant's invention would require further search and reconsideration.
